Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As for claim 1, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the use of an 
electronic imaging system comprising a zoom lens system and an electronic image 
pickup device located on an image side thereof so that an image of a subject can be 
formed on a photoreceptive surface of the electronic image pickup device for conversion 
into electric signals, wherein a stop has a constantly fixed aperture diameter, and the 
zoom lens system satisfies the conditions of having (1) a < 4 |um and (2) F > a, where a 
is a horizontal pixel pitch in ^m of the electronic image pickup device and F is an F- 
number of the zoom lens system at a wide-angle end thereof. 

As for claim 4, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the use of an 
electronic imaging system comprising a zoom lens system and an electronic image 
pickup device located on an image side thereof so that an image of a subject can be 
formed on a photoreceptive surface of the electronic image pickup device for conversion 
into electric signals, and the zoom lens system satisfies the conditions of having (1') a < 
2.5 |um and (2) F > a, where a is a horizontal pixel pitch in |u.m of the electronic image 
pickup device and F is an F-number of the zoom lens system at a wide-angle end 
thereof, and a mode of reading signals from the electronic image pickup device has a 
sequential reading function. 
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As for claim 8, the prior art does not teacli or fairly suggest the use of an 
electronic imaging system comprising a zoom lens system and an electronic image 
pickup device located on an image side thereof so that an image of a subject can be 
formed on a photoreceptive surface of the electronic image pickup device for conversion 
into electric signals, wherein a stop has a constantly fixed aperture shape, and the 
zoom lens system satisfies the conditions of having (1) a < 4 |um and (2) F > a, where a 
is a horizontal pixel pitch in ^m of the electronic image pickup device and F is an F- 
number of the zoom lens system at a wide-angle end thereof, as well as the conditions 
of having (7) tsoo/tsso ^ 0.8 and (8) ttoo/tsso ^ 0.08, where T550, xeoo, and T700 are 
transmittance values at 550, 600, and 700 nm wavelengths, respectively. 

As for claim 9, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the use of an 
electronic imaging system comprising a zoom lens system and an electronic image 
pickup device located on an image side thereof so that an image of a subject can be 
formed on a photoreceptive surface of the electronic image pickup device for conversion 
into electric signals, and the zoom lens system satisfies the conditions of having (1 ) a ^ 
4 i^m and (2) F > a, where a is a horizontal pixel pitch in ^m of the electronic image 
pickup device and F is an F-number of the zoom lens system at a wide-angle end 
thereof, and a mode of reading signals from the electronic image pickup device has a 
sequential reading function, as well as the conditions of having (7) leoo/Tsso ^ 0.8 and (8) 
T700/T550 ^ 0.08, where T550, xeoo, and X700 are transmittance values at 550, 600, and 700 
nm wavelengths, respectively. 
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As for claim 10, the prior art does not teacli or fairly suggest the use of an 
electronic imaging system comprising a zoom lens system and an electronic image 
pickup device located on an image side thereof so that an image of a subject can be 
formed on a photoreceptive surface of the electronic image pickup device for conversion 
into electric signals, wherein a stop has a constantly fixed aperture shape, and the 
zoom lens system satisfies the conditions of having (1') a < 2.5 |um and (2) F > a, where 
a is a horizontal pixel pitch in ^m of the electronic image pickup device and F is an F- 
number of the zoom lens system at a wide-angle end thereof.
